their constituents. It bears datethe 16th 
ult. and was undoubtedly forwarded imme- 
diately after. This letter was suppressed, 
and tho’ a motion was made by the Hon.

governor, requesting him to transmit to the 
senate this important document: the next 
day, upon debate this motion was negativ- 
ed!

o the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States, 

At the opening of the preset session, I inform- 
ed the legisiature, that the measures which had 
been taken with the government of Great Britain 
for the settlement of our neutral and national rights, 
and of the conditions of commercial imterceurse 
with that nation, had resulted in articles of a treaty, 
which could not be acceded to on cur part: that im 
structions had consequently been sent to our minis= 
ters there, to resume the negociations, and to em 
deavor to obtain cer:ain alteraiwon:, and that this 
Was interrupted by the transac’iors which tock 
place between the frigaies Leopard and Chesa- 
peake; the call on tha: g: vernment for reparation 
of this wrong, produced, as congress have been al- 
ready informed, the mission of a special munmister 
to this country, and the «ccasion Is now arrived, 
when the public interest permits and requires that 
the whole of these proceedings should be made 
known to you 

I therefore now communicste the instructions 
given to our minister resident at London, a: d bes 
communications to tha: government on the su pject 
of the Chesapea‘e, with the correspondence whiea 
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has taken place here, between the secretary of 
state and Mr Rose, the special minister charged 
with the adjustment of that difference; the instruc- 
tions to our misters for the formation of a trea- 
ty; their correspondence with the British commis- 
sioners, and with their own government on that 
subject ; the treary itself, and written declaration 
of the British Commissioners accompa vying it; and 
the iustructions given by us for resuming the nego- 
ciation, With the proceedings and correspondence 
sub-equent thereto, To these 1 have added a let- 
ter laiciy addressed to the secretary of state, from 
one of our late ministers, which, though not strict- 
ly written in an official character, I think it my du- 
ty tocommunicate, in ordemthar his views of the 
proposed weaty and of its several articles, may, be 
fairly presented and ur derstood 

Aithough I have heretofore, and from time to 
time, made such communications to congress as to 
keep them possessed of a general and just view of, 
the proceedings and dispositions of the government 
of France towards thiscountry, yet, in our present 
critical situation, when we find that no conduct on 
our part, however impartial and friendly, has been 
suficient to ensure, from either belligerent, a just 
respect for our rights, lam desircus that noihing 
shall be wmittedon my part which may add to 


your information on this subject, or contribute to, 


the correctness of the views which should be form- 
ed ‘The papers which for these reasons, I now 
lay before you, embrace all the communications, 
official or verbal, from the French government, res- 
pecting the general relations ber ween the two caun- 
tries, which have been transmitted through our 
minister there, or through any other accredited 
channel, since the last session of congress, to which 
time, all information of the same kind had, from 
time to time, been given them. Some of these pa- 
pers have already been submitted to congress; but 
it is thought betier to olier them again, in order 
that the chain of communications, of which they 
make a part, may be presented unbroken. 

W hen, on the 26th February I communicated to 
both houses the letter of general Armstrong to M. 
Champagny, I desired it moght not be published, 


because of the tendency of that practice to restrajm 


injuriously the freedom of our foreign correspon. 
dence. But perceiving that this caution, proceed- 


ing purely from a regard to the public good, has:, 


turnished occasion for disseminating unfounded 
Suspicions and insinuations, 1 am induced to be. 
heve that the good which will now result from its 
publication, by confirming the confidence and un- 
ion of our fellow crtizens, will more than counter- 
vail the ordinary objection to such publications. Ie 
is my wish therefore that it may be now published.

Our fears are excited by observing that he 
pretends to believe that the * suspicions and 
insinuations” which have becn excited by 
his conduct heretolore, have arisen from bis 
not publishing General Armstrong’s letter 
to Champagny. Surely Mr. Jefferson 
knows better. This old letter, written a- 
bout a mouth prior to the sailing of the last 
dispatches by the Revenge, was never sup- 
posed to contain any thing material; but 
was always understood tobe a mere élind, 
and so it was spoken of. Its publication 








therefore, instead of removing suspicions, 
will, unless accompanied by something else, 
only serve to confirm them. 

Mr. Jefferson, indeed, promises to send 
“all the communications official or verbal 
from the French government, respecting 
the general relations between the two coun- 
tries,” but who can tell what this means ? 
I fear not to predict that it will all end in 
nothing. Letus see the dispatches from 
Gen. Armstrong, not to Champagny, but 
to his own government. Unless he gives 
us these, he gives us nothing. 

The correspondence between the British 
government and our’s relating to the Ches- 
apeake, must inflict a wound upon the pride 
of every American.—Zv. Post. 





New-York, March 30. 
Interesting and Important. 

Last night arrived the ship Baltic, Delano, from 
Liverpool, which port she left on the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, and on he 27th in lat. 19, 11, long 17, 20, 
was boarded by a French lugger, who examined 
her papers, but permitted the Balticto proceed, as 
her cargo was of no valuetothem They inform. 
ed capt. D. they had captured the Mars, of New- 
York, from Savannah for London; and the Mars, 
ferm Liverpool of and for Philadelphia, aud had 
sent them for a French port. 

On the 18th of March, in lat. 42 12, long 56 24, 
captain D. spoke the ship Pecabantes, Norris, from 
Liverpool, for Boston, which had been captured on 
the first of March by two French frigates, (the 
Hermoine and Ortance) from Martinique, on their 
way home ; they having afew hours before, cap- 
tured the Brutus of Dunbury, from Liverpool, for 
Boston and after stripping her of sails, &c. set her 
on fire—The frigates permitted the Pocahantes to 
proceed, afier discharging the crates between decks 
into the sea, upon condition that captain Norris 
would take on board (without any supply of provis- 
ions,) the efficers and crews of the ships Eliza, 
William and Brutus. — 

The Eliza, Dunbar, of New-York, from Liver- 
pool, for Charleston, was captured on the 17tb of 
February, aud set on fire, allowing the erew only 
time to get their clothes. 

The William, Rockwell, of New-York, from Liv- 
erpool for Savannah, was captured on.the 29th of 
Feb. and after stripping her of her provisions, 
bales and some crates, set her on fire. 

The Pocahantes, was short of provisions and had 
been on short allowance from their leaving the fri- 
gates. Captain Delano relievedthem by taking on 
board his ship captains Dunbar and Rockwell with 
part of their oflicers and crews, who arrived in the 


Baltic. 

This is driving America to take sides 
with a vengeance ; or, will it be regarded 
at Washington as another evidence that the 
French are determined to restore the lberty 
of the seas, which the Public Advertiser 
says must be accomplished before the em- 
bargo will be raised. Let us now see what 
our administration and the French toad-eat- 
ing partizans in America, will say to this 
cowardly, piratical, brutal, and inhuman 
attack on American property ; this insult 
onthe American flag. If a British ship of 
war had thus conducted towards an Ameri- 
can unurmed vessel, the whole United 
States from Georgia to Main would have 
echoed with the cry to arms! to arms! or 
rather to proclamations ! to proclamations !

Despatches have lately been received by 
the government from Mr. Pinckney, our 
minister at London, which are represented 
to be of a very conciliatory nature. The 
president has said that they would be laid 
before congress, as soon as the reading of 
those now in their possession is concluded. 
A war with England seems te be expected 
by no body ; and it has even been rumour- 
ed that the army bill before congress will be 
withdrawn. ‘The apprehension that con- 
gress will adjourn in two or three weeks, 
seems to be gaining ground. Among oth- 
er inducements to adjourn, our executive 
men are fearful of being too much troubled 
by petitions to repeal the embargo. The 
people of Massachusetts are holding town 
meetings for the purpose of addressing 
congress on this subject. This business 
was begun by Northampton, a considera- 
ble and respectable town in Hampshire 
county, and the example is likely, it is said, 
to be generally fcllowed in that part of the 
country.
